Tho meerschaum, which imme- 


diately follows the clay pipe, deserves its 
ptaco only on condition that it is not too 
old.

as a wooden or 
porcelain 
pipe.

seasoning, of which' poets have sung, may 
may be full ot oharnis to the amateur; to the 
hygiouist it sunply indicates that the pipe 
has had its day, and is now saturated with 
tobacco- juice, and it must bo roplaced by 
another one, or bo posted through tho fire to 
purify it, as is dono in tho coftco-houfios of 
Holland.
